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Permanent Housing Projects |Food Mart Will 
Homes For 1,741 Families; 
Two Finished During War 


San Francisco may be’ justly 
proud of the Housing Authority’s 
five permanent developments. Three 
of these—Holly Courts, Potrero 
Terrace and Sunnydale, were built 
before the war; two—Valencia Gar- 
dens and Westside Courts were fin- 


ished in 1943. Construction, of other 
proposed permanent projects have 
been postponed for the duration. 

~ The two projects completed dur- 


| ing the year, Valencia Gardens and 


Westside Courts, are three-story 
apartment type living accommoda- 
tions. Although these developments, 
like the three which preceded-them, 
aroused opposition by some groups, 
the projects are now a settled por- 
tion of their neighborhoods, a sta- 
bilizing influence on adjoining pro- 
perty values and a sound commun- 
ity. asset. 

First tenanted by low-inéome 
families, later by families of mil- 
itary personnel and still later by 
families of war workers, neverthe- 
less some 45 per cent of the ten- 
ants are still families of low in- 
come. Most of these are families of 
military personnel. The five devel- 
opments provide homes for 1,741 
families. 


Holly Courts, first public hous- 
ing project in the West, was com- 
pleted May 31, 1940 on a site pur- 
chased from the City and County of 
San Francisco in August, 1939. 
Many of. the 118 families who were 
first tenants there, are still at Hol- 
ly Courts. 


Potrero Terrace, the second de- 
velopment undertaken by the Hious- 
ing Authority, was completed in the 
spring of 1941. Consisting of 469 
dwelling units, built on a_ site 
bounded by Wisconsin, Texas, 
Twenty-third. and Twenty-sixth 
streets, it provides homes for some 
1,350 persons. 


Sunnydale, largest of the perm- 
anent projects, is home for 772 
families. Located in Visitacion Val- 
ley and bordering the unspoiled 
beauty of McLaren Park, many of 
the advantages of suburban living 
are found here. Well-kept lawns, 
shrubs and flowers, all maintained 
by residents, demonstrate a pride 
in home and community. This de- 
velopment covers some 49 acres. 

Valencia Gardens, the city’s 
fourth housing project and the first 
to be completed since the outbreak 
of war, consists of apartments, ra- 
ther than houses or flats, but with 
a garden view. This project has 
been acclaimed as an example of 
“city living” on a low-rent basis. 

One national magazine referred 
to it as “one of the true architec- 
tural expressions of our time—a 
set of buildings humbly conceived 
in the idea that human beings are 
human; and deserve a dignified hu- 
man environment in which-to live.” 

Selected by the Museum of Mod-

Forty-five per cent of the fam- 
ilies living in Sunnydale, Valencia 
Gardens, Potrero Terrace and West- 
still low income 
families, even though the income 
limits were removed for the dura- 
tion in order to house war workers. 
A majority of them are families of 
service men now overseas. 


buildings from the whole country 
which represent progress in design 
and construction during the past 
12 months, it is the only San Fran- 
cisco homesite so honored. 

The citation refers to it as “out- 
standing among modern housing 
schemes for its easy livability and 
the logic of its site plan.” 


Valencia Gardens consist of 22 
buildings, housing 246 families, at 
Valencia, Guerrero and Fifteenth 
streets. It was completed in May, 
1942. ; 


Westside Courts, second project 
to be completed during the war, 
consists of 154 family units in 9 
buildings. A number of dwellings 
erected before the 1906 fire were 
demolished to make way for the 
march of progress. These courts 
are bounded by Post, Sutter, Brod- 
erick, and Baker streets: 


Recreational Facilities 


Recreational facilities are pro- 
vided all the residents at the perm- 
anent projects, either on the devel- 
opments themselves or in the neigh- 
borhoods. 


Sunnydale, for instance, offers a 
most complete recreational program 
carried on by the City Recreation 
Department. Children’s supervised 
play, ’teen age dances, weaving and 
sewing are included in this pro- 
gram. The weaving and sewing 
rooms are fully equipped with looms 
and sewing machines. 

There are two pre-school pro- 
grams carried on by the Golden 
Gate Kindergarten Association, one 
a full-day-care and the other a 
kindergarten operated half days. 
The well baby clinic, which is con- 
ducted one day a week at Sunny- 
dale, also serves as office for the 
health nurses. 


Holly Courts, Potrero Terrace, 
Valencia Gardens and Westside 
Courts have social halls. The hall 
at Westside Courts has been con- 
converted to a full day-care nurs- 
ery school under direction of the 
Board of Education, while at others, 
the halls are used for tenant par- 
ties and ’teen age dances sponsored 
by the Recreation Department. 

All projects have protected play 
areas, free from traffic hazards. 


Open This Month 


With jobs open for eight women 
and two boys, 35 applicants regis- 
tered for work at the new Candle- 


stick Cove store, which is scheduled 
to open between May 15th and 20th. 
Applications came in so fast and 
furiously that busy Penny Barnhart 
had to put up an apologetic sign 
outside her door, “Sorry! No more 
applications!” 


During its last week of con'struc- 
ction workmen have been rapidly 
spraying the new building with 
paint and installing shelves and 
ready made islands for stocking 
fruits, vegetables and groceries. 


The Candlestick store will be 
managed by Mr. A. Ahlbach for the 
William Heyman Company and will 
be open until eight o’clock every 
evening. In addition to carrying a 
full supply of meats, groceries, fresh 
vegetables, fruit and bakery goods, 
there will also be a drug sundries 
department and a miniature house- 
hold section for the convenience of 
houswives. 


Drug sundries will include all 
popular goods such as vasoline, 
hair, tonics, razor blades and 
other commoditie3, with the excep- 
tion of medicinal products which 
must be filled by prescription. The 
household department will have 
‘such articles as brushes, pots and 
pans, and a number of kitchen 
utilities, 

With the arrival of all merchan- 
dise ordered, the Candlestick store 
will be one of the most complete 
food centers in the city. Four but- 
chers will handle the meat needs 
of patrons. 

The store will also carry variety 
brands of beer and wines. If there 
is a demand for other types of mer- 
chandise these will be added said 
manager Ahlbach. All suggestions 
from Candlestick Cove patrons will 
be appreciated by the management. 


POPULATION ZOOMS 


Startling are the figures of the 
rapid expansion of Ridge Point. 
At the end of its second month, 
population was less than a Hundred. 
Now, four months later, Ridge 
Point population stands at approxi- 
mately 3,000. A slight conception 
of the steady inflow of families are 
last month’s figures; 318 new fam- 
ilies moved into the project within 
a period of 25 days. Even the cov- 
ered wagon days never saw such 
wholesale moving. 


Car Parkers, Attention! 


Residents are parking their cars 
in front of fire -hydrants which 
MUST be left clear for emergency 
purposes.

For War Workers; Housing 


Authority Makes Record 


With a record of more than 5,000 dwelling units built — 


for war workers during the last twelve months, the San = 
Francisco Housing Authority last week celebrated its sixth — 
anniversary by chalking up a year of accomplishment. 

The Housing Authority has gone all-out in the war 
effort, concentrating on temporary war housing, but during 
the year, it completed two permanent projects, which also 
are now homies for war workers. ; 


San Francisco 
“Safest Port” 


From the standpoint of health, 
San Francisco is the best protect- 
ed port city in the country, aceord- 
ing to Dr. J..C. Geiger, Director 
of the San Francisco Department 
of Health. 

Overcrowded housing, influx of 
new population with rapid turn- 
over in_ certain areas, constant 
shift of military personnel and ac- 
celerated incoming shipping pres- 
ent a threat to community health, 
according to Dr. Geiger. 

“The Army, Navy, and public 
and private health services work- 
ing together, are doing an out- 
standing job in» protecting the 
health of servicemen and civilians 
in this area. 

“The San Francisco Department 
of Public Health is doing its share 
—in spite of reduced personnel and 
inability to secure new equipment 
—hby stretching what it has,’ 


NAVAL OFFICERS MOVE 
TO RIDGE PT. COLONY 


Naval officers living at Middle 
Point have moved to the Officers 
Colony. on top of the hill at Ridge 
Point. The Officers Colony which 
will house permanent officers sta= 
tioned at the Yard as well as tem- 
porary officers awaiting the repair 
of their ships, is comprised of 125 
units. It has 16 buildings and is 
located picturesquely on the summit 
of Ridge Point. It is in élose prox- 
imity to both the commercial cen- 
ter and the site for the proposed 
new motion picture theatre. 

Officers have been moving into 
the colony for the past few weeks. 
The transfer of officers followed 
orders that all officers be quartered 
at one project. 


Busy Day For Directors 

During one rainy day a few 
weeks ago over 250 children filled 
to capacity the three rooms at the 
Candlestick recreation center, keep- 
ing three recreation directors busily 
at work handing out equipment and 
games and taking in change for 
coke machines. It was one of the 
busiest days in the history of the 
recreation center.

A brief resume of the last twelve 
busy months is in order. i 

The first call was for 500 dorm- 
itory rooms for urgently needed 
single men and an equal number 
of family dwelling units to, house 
workers at the U. S. Naval Dry- 
docks. Several hundred acres of un- 
improved property in the vicinity 


of the Navy Yard at Hunter’s Point ~ 


were summarily seized by govern- 
mental action. The goats, cows and 
horses grazing peacefully on the 
hillsides, left. Enginee:~ and build« 
ers moved in. f 
Within a very few aonths, 500 
single men occupied these new 
dormitories now callea Navy Point, 
the first temporary war housing 
project in San Francisco, Four 
hundred ninety-six family dwelling 
units were rushed to completion 
half a mile away, and Middle Point 
became the first family dwelling 
project completed in 1943. ; 
This was only the beginning. The 
Navy called for speed—more men 
and more homes. A complete revis- 
ion of the housing requirements 
and programs soon became manda-~ 
tory. The Navy asked for seven 
additional projects to house 4,500 
more Navy Yard workers. ‘The 
Authority. commenced construction. 
Six of these projects, which in- 
eluded not only homes but the 
many needed auxiliary structures 
— management and maintenance 
buildings, infirmaries, nurser y 
schools and a large commercial 
center, were completed within com- 
paratively few month ies 
The seventh, largest single San 
Francisco project of 2,000 units at 
Ridge Point, is now in the final 
stages of dbmpletion. As an indica- 
tion of the accelerated rate, two of 
these larger projects were finished, 
accepted and prepared for occupan- 
cy in one week. 
This undertaking wats not without 
its obstacles. From its very incep- 
tion, shortages of critica] materials

places to go in and around. San 
Francisco, previding you’ve taken a 
thrifty stand on the gasoline situa- 
tion and saved, not fora rainy day

_ There are some fifty parks in San 
Francisco that can be reached by 
street car. Overshadowing them all 
is the famous Golden Gate Park, 
nine city blocks wide and 4% miles 
long, with grassy meadows and lim- 
pid lakes, bridlepaths and foot 
trails crisscrossed with winding 
roadways through sylvan settings 
of flower beds, forests and water- 
falls. And here and there buffalo 


‘and elk and deer graze peacefully 


in the pastoral meadows, 


There are well.over 5,000 different. 
kinds of plants in Golden Gate Park 
and right naw is rhododendron 
time. These gorgeous blossoms run- 
ning the color spectrum are at their 
prime, more than 300 varieties of 
them, gathered from the far corn- 


ers of the world. There are more}: 


rhododendrons in Golden Gate Park 
than in the famous Kew Gardens. 

And around the rim of the Golden 
Gate there are countless sights to 
see. The Yacht Harbor at the Mar- 
ina, from Scott street to Lyon on 
the Bay, berthed more than 200 
white rigged pleasure craft in peace 
time. Now many of them are paint- 
ed war color and are serving. as 
coast guards. 

The Palace of Fine Arts near the 
Yacht Harbor is a relic of the fam- 


ous 1915 World’s Fair—a beautiful 


example of architectural art, set in 
a garden surrounded by a lagoon, 
where water fowl, ranging from the 
haughty swan to the “pesty” mud 
hens glide, clamoring for food from 
the passers. by, Take along a bag 
of bread crumbs for them and you 
will have fun. 


The California Palace of the Leg- 
ion of Honor is always worth a 


visit. The last issue of the Beacon 
carried its calendar of events for 
May. From there you may have a 
perfect view of the Golden Gate and 
the vast Pacific. 


Sutro Heights at the Beach, a 
public park, commands a three mile 
view of the ocean, and is filled 
with-out-door statuary of the late 
18th century. From there, a walk 
down the beach past the historical 
Cliff Hlouse to Fleishacker Pool and 
Zoo is a good constitutional. 

At the Zoological Gardens you 
will find a playfield, and the wortd’s 
largest qutdoor swimming pool. The 
Zoo is one of the finest examples 
of modern zoo architecture. Ani- 
mals roam about seemingly in their 
own habitat. However, sight-seers 
have complete protection because 
of the moats and the pit structure. 

When there, be sure to visit the 
Monkey Island and elephant house. 

Points of interest around the Bay, 
and particularly beautiful spots In 
Spring are Berkeley, and the Uni- 


versity of California campus. Lake 


Merritt in Oakland, also on the 
east side of the Bay, with the fam- 
ous San Francisco Bay Bridge con- 
necting. 

A trip across the Golden Gate 
Bridge will bring you to beautiful 
Marin County.

He has submit- 
ted a statement of his plans, from 
which we quote. 


MAYOR’S STATEMENT 


“San Francisco voters on May 16 


will have the opportunity of ending 
once and for all a problem which 
has done the City more harm than 
probably any other in its modern 
history. For 32 years, the Municipal 
Railway has been operated for ser- 
vice and the competing Market 
Street Railway has been operated 
privately for profit. The voters on 
May 16 will have the opportunity 
of ending this situation and its 
many menacing accompanying 


problems if they vote “Yes” on. 


Charter Amendment No. 1.” 

“The terms of the agreement 
which would be authorized by a 
“Yes” vote are so satisfactory as to 
be almost startling. The City, by a 
mere payment of $2,000,000 down 
out of existing surpluses in the 
Municipal Railway treasury, can, 
without using one cent of tax 
money, take over the Market Street 
Railway and then pay the balance 
of $5,500,000 out of the earnings of 
the Market Street Railway lines 
themselves. 

The opposition has attempted to 
make much out of two things— 

“First, they say that the Market 
Street Railway is a lot of junk.” 
That may be so, but it must be 
pretty valuable junk when it takes 
in $8,500,000 a year as it is doing 
right now. That figure is from its 
official annual report filed with 
the Securities Exchange Commis- 
sion.” 

“The opposition’s other talking 
point is that there would be a 7 
eent fare required on all lines in 
the City. The 7 cent fare isa part 
of the deal—no question about that, 
put it will work for the City’s 
benefit in the long run because it 
will enable .the installation of the 
universal free transfers which will 
save the streetcar riders $225,000 
a year. It also will enable the Muni- 
cipal Railway—whose funds, except 
for the initial payment, will be un- 
touched by this deal—to not only 
replenish the $2,000,000, but possibly 
add even additional money which 
will give the City an adequate 
reserve on which to draw for new 


equipment when war conditions 
permit. 
It is entirely conceivable that 


this fund could swell to beyond 
-$4,000,000 in’ the three years in 
which it is estimated will be re- 
quired to pay off the Market Street 
Railway. That certainly would 
give the citizens a large enough 
poo] with which to modernize our 
transportation system.

and manpower were acute prob- 
lems. Every pound of critical mater- 
ial. used in housing meant that 
much less for armaments: hence, 
economy of design and materials 
characterized the entire progam. 

; While building kept pace with 
the Navy’s recruiting schedules 
during 1948, even this ambitious 
housing. program fell short by 50 
per cent of the Navy’s needs. The 
Authority was informed last Nov- 
ember “that 2,000 additional family 
dwelling units and 1,000 more dorm- 
itory units would have to be built. 

Of the 2,000 family units, 1,000 are 
being built in the Hunter’s Point 
area. 

The speed with which the Navy 
program was proceeding, however, 
could not allow enough time to 


.| build the full~ 2,000 family units, 


but also required that 1,000 govern- 
ment-owned trailers be brought to 
San Francisco to meet the con- 
stantly increasing needs. 

In the meantime, despite the al- 
ready acute shortage of housing 
throughout the city, many war 
workers were evicted from their 
unsanitary and unsafe slum homes 
in that portion of the Western 
Addition known as “Japtown.” This 
situation reached such proportions 
it became apparent slum clearance 
and rehousing' of its occupants 
must go forward even in wartime. 

A first allocation of 240 tempor- 
ary family dwellings for rehousing 
of evicted .war worker families was 
received at the close of 1943. One 
hundred forty families will be re- 
housed in the area itself, utilizing 
the advantages of existing streets 
and utilities. The other 100 will be 
housed on a site, owned by the 
Authority for postwar construction, 
and situated in the proximity of 
large war industries. First occup- 
ancy is anticipated in May and will 
permit the Health Department to 
carry on its work of eliminating 
substandard housing and living 
conditions.
